War On Sea Organisms
Helps Prolong Life
Of Ships and Planes

fers hope of prolonging the
service period of ships, accord-
ing to Dr. Denis L. F
ciate professor of marine
chemistry at this marine station.

Amphibian planes, obliged to
travel 60 or 80 miles an hour
on water in order to take off,
after three or four days in trop-
ical waters begin to be fouled
by visible organisms, decreas-
ing the speed of the plane by
half, states Dr. Fox. The aver-
age warship or transport in
warmer waters is obliged to go
into drydock every eight or ten
months to be scraped and re-
painted.
